Elector May Cast Ballot for Can- 


didates Even Though Far 


From Home. 


There is upon the statute books of 


j Wisconsin a law relating to elections 
! which is of prime importance to the 
railroad man, the traveling man and 
'all others whose vocations may make 
it necessary to be. absent from their 
election precinct upon election days. 
This law is known as the "Absent 
Voting" law, and provides a means 
whereby the man who is absent from 
his home precinct on election day may 
cast his ballot by mail and have it 
counted the same as though he went 
to the polls on election day. 


Any quaified elector in Wisconsin 


who has been duly registered whose 
business compels him to be absent 
from hi'i home precinct on election 
day or who expects to be absent on 
election day may vote by mail. 


Any voter expecting to be absent 


from hi.s home county on election day- 
may make application to vote by mail 
any time within fifteen days prior to 
election and not less than three days 
prior to election. 
(At the general 


election of 191(i, that would be any 
time between Monday October 23rd 
and Saturday, November 4th.) 


Application to vote by mail must 


be made in person any time between 
these dates to the county clerk of the 
county or the clerk of the city, village 
or town as the case may be. 


The official to whom application Is 


made will furnish the voter with a 
blank from which he must fill out and 
return to the official riot more than 
ten days prior nor less than three days 
prior to the election. 


The official to whom application Is 


made will then hand or mail to the 
voter the official election ballots, to- 
gether with an official envelope upon 
the back of which i.s a printed affida- 
vit form. 


The voter will then appear before 


in officer authorized by law to ad- 
minister oaths (if the voter in person 
makes application of the county, city, 
/illage or town clerk that official is 
usually an officer authorized to ad- 
minister oaths, otherwise the voter 
nay appear before any judge, justice 
>f the peace or notary public). 


TV voter will when he appears in 


the presence of any of the above offi- 
•ials to make affidavit, first exhibit 
In- official ballots he has received un- 
n.'u-ked; he will then in the presence 
>f the oflieial mark the ballots as he 
les-ires to vote them, but in .such man- 
ier that the officer cannot .see his vole. 
The voter will then fold hi.s ballot so

What a lot of fuss and foolish- 


ness and befuddlement there is about 
mail order methods of doing busi- 
ness. 


Those whose interests are in this 


line loudly proclaim the economy of 
this way of selling. 


They talk much about how the eli- 


mination of the "middleman" saves 
money for the consumer. 


And there has been such extensive 


and intensive advertising of this sub- 
ject that it is not surprising many 
people have been led into a partial 
acceptance of these fallacious argu- 
ments. 


Yet all the while these so-called 


"direct sellers," these concerns which 
talk so much of the needlessness of 
the "middleman," are themselves just 
as much "middlemen" as are the 
smallest country merchants. 


For, while usually claiming their 


system to be "direct from producer 
to consumer," they are for the most 
part no more producers than the local 
dealer. 


They buy and sell just as he does, 


and are subject to the same condi- 
tions, and operate under even greater 
handicap?. 


They talk of their "wonderful val- 


ues" and magnify their "great buy- 
ing power," but omit all mention of 
the higher rents and excessive over- 
head costs. 
While featuring all their supposed 


advantages, no mention whatever 13 
made of their many disadvantages. 


But exaggeration and 
misrepre- 


sentation seem to be a part of their 
stock in trade. 


Instead of working along the con- 


structive lines generally recognised 
as most sound, their effort seems to 
build up themselves by trying to tear 
down others. 


Why should this be necessary if 


their methods are as meritorious as 
claimed? 


More and more careful buyers are 


learning the truth of the old axioms 
that "distance lends enchantment," 
and "all is not gold that glitters." 


Advertising stories of "wonderful 


bargains" and "tremendous savings" 
may be seductive, but too frequently 
the values do not measure up. 


Observing people—those who have 


given careful study to this subject— 
tell us that in nine cases out of ten 
the progressive local merchant can 
give better values— and of cotnrse 
far better service—than these long 
range retailers who pose as whole- 
salers—in spite of the numerous "Ifrss 
leaders" advertised to make the un- 
wary believe similar reductions apply 
to all merchandise offered. 


If we were to suggest a moral, it 


would be: Route your dollars throojcfe 
the local stores. In the long run you 
will get better values, greater satis- 
faction—and the money will stay at 
home, winch is worth a good deal in 
itself.
